JAPAN -TO-DAY. 
Impressions of Beffish 
Lecturer. 

_ Prof. Robart Nichols, the poet 
of “Ardouts and Endurances,” is 
on teave in England from Japan, 
whare he occupies the Chair of 
English Literature, once held by 
Lafeadio Hearn. In an interview 
be gave some of his impressions 

ofthe country. = - 

“Ie is quite a mistake,” he 
said, “to suppose that the 
Japanese are Evropeanised. 
They are not. They are far 
too proud of theirown institutions 
and far too loyal to the.apirit of 


{their ancestors, Perhaps they 
tare right. They bave just taken as 


} much of the superficial machinery 
;of the West as, in their opin- 
ion. ther need to safeguard their 
own ipatitutions: Remember 
jthey area communal -race; in- 
dividualism is at a discount, Their 
Government is an autocracy, 
modified by public opinion. 
Whether this experiment of adopt. 
ing Western machinery without 
‘the Western spirit will prove a 
sucsess ia beyond ms knowledge 
end beyond, I think, the know. 
ledga of most Europeans. It is 
{now and duriog the next thirty 
leeara chat Japan will have to 
jatand to prove of what abe is 
‘made. Her trials are nob over, 
thes are only just begino-ng. For 
icenturies the race bes been train- 
ted to conceal and to repress— 
Sparta is nothing to it—and that 
Tepression, sometimes regret- 
table, but often admirable and 
theroic,. makes it very difficuls for 
the foreigner to understand the 
\Japanese. Evenin their adoption 
of the West they are oot to bs 
judged bs our standards. They 
;epproach everything from the 
opposite end. Let me instance— 
a European contractor wishes to 
purchase a large quantity of wire 
fencing, and he gets s reduc:ion 
of price on quantity. ‘In Japas 
the contractor will bave to pay 
more. Why? Because he must 
want it badly to want so much. 
Parfeetly logical, but not ourlegic. 

“In all departments it. is the

We consider 
that society exists for 
men, and not man for 
society.

AN INDUSTRIAL ENTENTE. 


New Joint Body Proposed. 


OUTLINE OF A POLICY. 

The following letter from the 
Industria} League and Council 
for the Improvement of Retations 
batween Employers and Employ- 
ed, 82, Victoria-street, London, 
has been communicated to the 
Press :— 

The ultimate aim and purpose 
of industry needs 10 ba restated 
in the light of present-day con- 
ditions and facts. Employers’ 
oresnizations and trade unions as 
such are wnable ta do this 
effectively, because their circum- 
stances compel thern to tace er 
parte pointa-of-vier:————- 

Bat behind-the apparent conflict 
of interesta and ideais facts stil? 
remain facts. In the long ron 
they are bound to prevail. The 
facts arefewend eimple. Toelicit 
them, and disentangle them from 
the surface complexity an effec- 
tive entente between employers 
and employed {a-ing both words 
in their widest sense) ia needed. 
Our only hope of peace ‘in indus. 
try dernands this. It is the mast 
profitable objective for both sides 
to pursue. Up tothat point their 
interests are identical. 

Bot all their interests aro not 
identical. Therefore the policy 
of an. Industria! Entente can 
neither. be an employers’ nor an 
employeea’ policy. It must bean 
entente policy founded on 2 rmn- 
tual recognition by each of the 
essentials of the other's position. 
Such a recognition alone will give 
an entente. policy veffect aod 
reality.
